THOMAS A. mmuoxs. 


Thomas Andrew* Hendricks was bom 


in Mnskingum county, Ohio, September 
7,18197IU 1822 hia father settled in 
Ihelby oounty, Indiana. Re graduated 
from South Hanover College in 1841, and 
was admitted to the bar two years later 
at Chambershnrg, Pa., after which he 
returned to Indiana, when he began the 
notice of law.' He was elected a mem- 
nrot the Indiana legislature in 1845, 
and in 1850 was a delegate to the state 
eowtitntional oouventiou. 
He repre- 


sented theludianopolis district in comrress 
from 1851 to 1855, end from the latter 
year to 1869 he was commissioner of the 
general land office, having been appoint- 
ed to that position by President Heroe. 
h 1863 he was chosen by the Indiana 
egialatnn to represent his state in the 
•enate of the United.State*, where he 
served on the committees on claims, 
public buildings, judiciary, public lauds 
and naval aflairs. Just before the dem- 
ocratic national convention of 18X8 Mr. 
lendrioks' name was prominently men- 
ionedforthe nomination for the presi- 
dency, aud at the convention which was 
held in Tammany hall, New York, he 
received 132 votes to 1SBJ cast'for Gen- 
eral Hancock. The name of H«ntifr8ey- 
mour was proposed, when it was seen that 
he contest between Hancock and Hen- 
dricks would be a long one, and the lat- 
er was nominated. In 1860 he was - de- 
eated by Henry L. Lone for governor 
of Indiana, and in 1868 by Conrad Ba- 
:er, but was successful in the race for 
he governorship in 1872. At the no- 
ional democratic convention, held in St 
jonis in 1876, his name was again men- 
toned for the presidency, bnt, as is 
uown, Mr. Tilden secured the place, and 
Mr. Hendrioks was given the second 
ilace on the ticket Since 1876 Mr. 
lendricks.has attended to his law prac-
